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Leukemia  Claims  the  Life 
Of  Brilliant  Oueen's  Graduate 


WILLIAM  J.  LOSEE,  of  Ottawa,  a  28-year-old  Queen's  Uni- 
versity graduate,  died  Saturday  in  Kingston  General  Hospital,  10 
days  after  learning  that  he  had  captured  first  prize  in  a  student 
essay  competition  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Mining  Journal,  a 
special  prize  for  the  best  written  paper  in  any  category  and  still 
another  award  for  producing  the  best  paper  in  his  college.  The 
awards  total  $125  in  cash. 


Losee,  a  veteran  of  the  Second 
World  War  who  served  with  the 
Fleet  Air  Arm  of  the  Royal  Navy, 
died  of  leukemia,  a  blood  condition 
akin  to  cancer.  He  was  not  aware 
of  the  fatal  affliction  until  a  few 
days  before  his   death. 

The  student-engineer  interrupt- 
ed his  course  at  Queen's  early  in 
the  war  and  was  aboard  a  British 
aircraft  carrier  anchored  off 
Tokyo  Bay  when  the  first  atom 
bomb  was  dropped  on  Hiroshima. 

He  returned  to  Queen's  follow- 
ing his  discharge  from  the  navy. 

Suffering  the  effects  of  the 
dread  disease,  Losee  resumed  his 
studies  on  his  return  and  gradu- 
ated with  a  BSc  in  mining  this 
spring. 

Although  he  made  his  home  in 
Ottawa,  Losee  spent  many  sum- 
mers at  the  summer  home  of  his 
father,  W.  H.  Losee,  at  Collins 
Bay.  Mr.  Losee  is  also  a  graduate 
of  Queen's  University. 

Besides  his  parents  he  is  sur- 
vived by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Harvey

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TOKYO  —  (AP)  —  A  group 
of  South  Korean  lighthouse  keep- 
ers sent  a  floral  tribute  to  the 
Canadian  destroyer  Cayuga  for 
coming  to  their  aid  while  they 
were  ill  and  without  food. 

A  letter  addressed  to  Capt. 
Jeffry  V.  Brock  of  Winnipeg, 
commander  of  the  Canadian  des- 
troyer force  in  the  Pacific,  said: 

"You  have  travelled  many 
thousands  of  miles  across  the 
Pacific  Ocean  to  help  us  in 
Korea. 

"I  ,am  a  small  man  in  Korea, 
but  your  men  brought  me  food 
and  medicine.  This  shows  you 
have  a  love  for  all  men  and  I 
thank  you  very  much." 

The  Cayuga  has  been  in  Kor- 
ean waters  since  July  26.  It  has 
been  engaged  in  shore  bom'bard- 
ment  missions,  escort  duty  and 
blockade  activities.  The  destroyer 
also  protected  a  fishing  area  near 
Inchon. 

The  Cayuga  is  one  of  three 
destroyers  serving  with  the  UN 
fleet  in  Korean  waters.  The  oth- 
ers are  the  Sioux  and  Athabas- 
kan.

I'^  search  has  established  the  probability  of  Elizabeth  Losee  who 
married  Henry  Fairfield,  being  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Losee,  which 
is  further  confirmed  by  her  youngest  son  being  named  Joseph  Losee 
Fairfield.  He  was  her  bondsman  along  with  Benjamin  Fairfield  at 
Kingston,  Midland  District  February  I6th,  1833» 

It  is  a  further  probability  in  the  same  way  that  James  Losee  bonded 
with  Hannah  Grass  January  12th,  1852  and  Philip  Hartman  with 
Catharine  Losee  January  13th,  1840  were  children  of  Joseph  Losee 
by  his  being  bondsman.

Billings  Fairfield  married  a  widow  and  adopted  a  small  girl  called 
Georgie  -  who  married  Chas.  Bignall  a  banker  in  ^^innipeg.  She  was 
wealthy  and  philanthropic. 

John  Stevenson  has  a  store  in  Bath  in  partnership  with  John  Lasher,  who 
married  Peter  Davy's  daughter,  John  was  born  there.

"At  one  time  V'm,  H.   Davy  and  Peter  Davy  practically  owned  Bath  and 
land  around  it  and  "had  it  not  been  for   the   stubborn  perversity  of 
Uncle  Peter  who  refused  to  allow  The  G.T.R.R.   to  run  through  his 
land  Bath  would  have  been  a  city.   "My  grandfather  (Wm.  H.   Davy)   had 
a  general  store  and  sold  everything  from  coffee  to  peanuts,   postoffice, 
telegraph,   customs  office,   drug  store,   faim  implements,    saw  mill, 
grist  mill,   grain  elevator.     At  one  time  built   and  owned  seventeen 
steamboats  and  vessels  -"I  well  remeiAer  mother  and  Aunt  Dearie 
(Mary  Perry)   and  Uncle  Will,  taking  turns   in  christening  the   side 
wheel  steamers  -  the  V/,H.   Davy,  B.F,   Davy,  Bay  (^een.  Red  Rover, 
Gilmour  and  Thomas  Downey,   etc. 

"Ten  years  before  grandfather  died  his  hard  earned  fortune  began  to 
slip  away;   a  friend  to  those   in  distress  along  the  shore  from  Kingston 
to  Belleville.    "I  sold  the  last  Davy  farm  before   coming  here  to  spend 
the  evening  of  our  lives.     The  old  cut  stone  Davy  house  still  stands. 

"My  great -great -grandfather  Robert  Perry  married  Jemlmia  Washburn,  who 
died   in  1830,   he  in  1837  -  buried  in  Bath.     —  The  Perryts  and  Davy»s 
were  all  U.E.L. 

"Mrs.   Gutzeil  saw  a  cook-book  which  Dr.  Burleigh  had,   1,000  pages  by 
Q»S£^^-.J^S^fe^i®lA  ^^^  wants  one  like  it.    (remember  the  Losee  remark  I ) 
This  is  out-of-date  as  when  written  eggs  were  lO^f  doz.  and  butter  12^ 
per  lb.,   published  in  1888." 

Thus  ends  Mrs,    Stevenson* s  remarks.     She  is  seventy-six  years  old  I 
imagine  and  is  not  very  well   just  now,  being  confined  to  her  bed, (slight 
leakage) . 

I  can  amplify  the  Davy  and  Ham  genealogy  touched  by  her  with  the  data 
from  "Pioneers  On  the  Bay  of  Qjainte".     I  intend  to  call  on  IvIrS,  H.J.   Peri*y 
of  Whitby,   Ontario. 

Mrs.   Livesay  still  waits  your  letter  -  be  a  sport  and  write  and  thank  her 
for  the  Reynolds  data  -.     I  told  her  you  lost  your  letters  in  house-clean- 
ing activities  and  she  is  all  ready  to  forgive,   but  still  wants  the  Doctorl 
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She  gave  me  a  clipping  from  the  Boston  Transcript    (daily)  with 
Lazier  data,  which  fits  the  Canadian  family.     Their  coliimn  offers 
a  channel  for  enquiries  which  you  have  in  mind  and  it  is  backed 
up  by  a  considerable  reference  availability. 

My  letters  to  various  people  upon  Losee  and  Lazier  have  not  flowed 
in  as  I  would  like  -  for  instance  a  Mrs.  Herchemer  Grasse  of 
Bviffalo,   aged  86  yrs,   is  one  that  I  am  eager  to  hear  from.      One 
cannot  have  everything. 

I  understand  Henry  Davy  of  Bath  made  a  start  on  data  on  Bath  people, 
but  have  been  unable  to  get  a  line  on  his  notes.  His  son  in  Toronto 
has  what  was  done.     His  daughter  is  Mrs.   Alex  Bell  of  Oshav/a. 


I  have  a  line  on  a  "lunenberg"  book  which  lists  many  of  the  old 
Palatine  settlers.

For  the  greater  part  of  this  genealogy  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Thomas  Allen 
(nee  Etta  Catherine  Losie,  pages  5  and  16)  who,  before  1900,  started  listing 
the  known  members  of  the  Losie  family,  most  of  whom  she  would  know  personally 
from  her  childhood  up  to  1944.   I  am  also  very  grateful  to  her  son,  Grant 
Allen,  page  11,  who  loaned  me  his  mother's  book  to  enable  me  to  list  the  ear- 
lier members  of  the  family. 

The  Robinson  and  Bull  families  are  included  in  so  far  as  they  provided 
the  female  counterpart  of  one  of  our  early  ancestors. 


The  date  immediately  following  a  name  indicates  the  date  of  birth. 


The  dates  separated  by  a  hyphen  indicate  the  date  of  birth  and  the  date 
of  death. 


A  date  preceded  by  the  word  "on"  indicates  the  date  of  marriage. 


Names  numbered  1,  2,  3,  4,  etc.  indicate  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
parents  whose  names  head  the  list. 

Names  lettered  a,  b,  c,  d,  etc.  are  of  the  children  of  those  numbered  1, 
2,  3,  etc.,  and  therefore  grandchildren  of  the  people  heading  the  list. 

Likewise,  names  identified  by  (i) ,  (ii) ,  (iii)  ,  etc.,  are  those  of  the 
children  lettered  a,  b,  c,  etc.,  and  the  grandchildren  of  those  numbered  1,  2, 
3,4,  etc.  and  the  great  grandchildren  of  the  people  heading  the  list. 


In  a  few  cases  the  next  generation  is  indicated  by  A,  B,  C,  etc, 


I  am  deeply  indebted  to  James  R.  Losie,  page  13,  the  second  #3,  who,  when 
looking  over  one  of  the  eight  original  copies  sent  out  last  year,  volunteered 
to  make  use  of  his  printing  establishment  in  Moose  Jaw,  Sask.,  to  put  the  con- 
tents in  more  permanent  form  than  my  carbon  copies,  and  in  numbers  sufficient 
to  supply  all  the  families  interested. 

It  is  most  generous  of  Jim  and  I  appreciate  it  most  sincerely  as,  I  am 
sure,  those  receiving  copies  will  also  do. 

There  is  no  guarantee,  or  even  hope,  that  these  lists  are  without  error 
and  omissions.   Should  those  interested  care  to  inform  me  of  any  errors, 
omissions,  or  future  additions  to  their  families,  I  shall  be  happy  to  record 
them,  and  thus  have  one  copy  up  to  date  as  long  as  I  am  spared.

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THE   LOS IE  FAMILY 


The  earliest  known  male  ancestor  is  Lawrence  Losie,  born  around  1750.   He 
was  a  United  Empire  Loyalist.   He  was  an  army  blacksmith  in  the  war  of  Ameri- 
can Independence,  and  leaving  New  York  State,  settled  at  Carrying  Place,  now  a 
little  hamlet  at  the  middle  of  a  two  mile  road,  over  which  the  Indians  and 
early  settlers  carried  their  canoes  between  the  Bay  of  Quinte  and  Weller's  Bay. 
Trenton  and  Belleville  are  situated  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte  and  Brighton  on  Well- 
er ' s  Bay . 

The  wife  of  Lawrence  Losie  was  Jane  Van  Voorkes  or  Van  Voorach  (pronounced 
Van  Voorish) .   The  bodies  of  both  are  buried  at  Weller's  Bay,  Hall's  Corners, 
Carrying  Place j  on  the  south  east  corner  of  what,  in  1900,  was  known  as  the 
Reuben  Young  property. 

Some  claim  that  the  name  was  originally  "de  Lacy",  of  French  origin,  while 
others  maintain  that  it  is  German.   From  the  fact  that  the  family  was  protes- 
tant  and  emigrated  to  the  United  States,  it  is  possible,  if  not  probable,  that 
they  were  Huguenots  driven  out  of  Western  France. 

Lawrence  Losie  is  believed  to  be  related  to  a  certain  William  Losie,  the 
first  regular  itinerant  Methodist  Minister  who  came  to  Canada  in  1790,

Phoebe,  to  Lawrence  Losie' s  seventh  son,  Daniel 
Losie.,  a  marriage  relationship.,  brother-in-law  and  sister-in-law,  became  esta- 
blished between  each  of  this  pair,  Daniel  and  Phoebe j  and  the  brothers  and 
sisters  of  his  or  her  mate,  and  the  children  of  these  two,  Daniel  and  Phoebe, 
would  be  nephews  or  nieces  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  both  Daniel  and 
Phoebe^  and  first  cousins  to  the  children  of  these  brothers  and  sisters.

However  I  am  still  in  some  darkness.  The  information  you 
give  about  Josp^h  Losee  mjcxgrxHiifxtxax  does  not  fit  in  with  what  tittle 
little  I  know  of  the  Joseph  Losee^my^gr'iridj^t!ier,nor  do  the  brothers  and 
sisters  you  mentioned  of  Mary  his  'vniotV]^'?  correspond  to  my  aunts,  and 
uncles  on  ray  mother  s  side.  My  grandfather  -Toseph  married  a  Rhoda  Link 
down  near  Erne sttown^ but  later  lived  in  ^dopjihustown  whene  my  mother 
met  and  married  ray^ather  Samuel  -^rurapour.  The  "'"rumpours  in  Adolphustown

As  you  say,the5i  Losee 's  down  there  have  lost  all  know- 
ledge of  their  history.  I  could  never  extract  much  from  my  mother.  I  have 
an  idea  her  fat'aer  Joseph  was  rat'aer  poor  and  drank, tae  latter  probably 
being  the  cause  of  the  former, 

I  know  very  much  more  of  the  Tpyrnpour  branch, 

^our  history^eif  th   Hay  Bay  Church  built  by  the   osee  who 
was  a  Methodist  preacher,.''ceased  to  be  used  before  1385, when  the  present 
■'^rick  Ctiurch  at  Borland  Was  built,  I  know  the  locality  very  well  indeed. 
Sir  John  Macdonald  lived  Vio^  far  from  that  church, for  some  of  his  boyhood, 

in  W.S.Herringt  n's  '"^istory  of  Lennox  and  ^ddington  there  is 
quite  a  little  accoiint  of  the  love  affair  of  that  Losee, and  its  unfortunate 
aftermath. 

However  I  know  more  o^  some  of  the  Losee  s  now, and  some  day 

hope  to  get  the  missing  link.   Next  time  I  go  to  Toronto  I  think  I  shall 

allow  for  a  few  extra  days  to  visit  Adolphustown  and  see  if  I  can  gathe^r 
up  more  history.

Family  History  of  the  Loseeis,   U.   E.   L. 

The  Losees  were  driven  out    of  France  during  the  rei^n   of 
Henry  III   in  the  156o*s.     They  mi.irated  to  Holland  where  tViey 
remained  until  the  be^ inning   of  the  17th   century,    v/hen  they  mored 
to  England,    and  from  there  to  the  Colony  of  Hew  York  about   17^0, 
eettlin*  at   Pou^hkeepsie,  DuchesB  County.  There   they  secured  land, 
cleared   it    and  built    ihetiselves   fine  hornes . 

The  house  wnich  Joshua  Loeee'a  father  erected  was  a  lar^e  two 
storey  lo^   building    and  they  had  every  comfort  when  the  rebellion 
broke   Jut    in  1776. 

Owin^   allegiance  to  PCinj  Jeor,ie   III,   Joshua  Losee,  my  c^reat- 
^randfather,    joined  the  Soldier  Loyal  Rangers.  His  brothers,   Pompo 
and  Cornelius,    joined  the  Soldier  Kins*8  Hangers,    ?ind  William,    having 
a  crippled   am,    remained   at  horae . 

As  the   rebellion   advanced,    the  rebels   spared  the  torch  to  the 
Losee  home,   but   drove  them  out    into  the  wilderness   and  used  their 
l«be  residence  for  Officers'  headquart  rs. 

(In  passing   let  me   f^ay,   that   up  to  a  few  years   ago,   that   grand 
old  house  was   still  standing   and  used   as   a  Grolf  Club  centre.) 

Joshua  Losee  fought   throu^jhuut    the  rebellion   and   after   its  close 
he  migrated  to  Canada  in   1784  to  spy  out   the   land.

It  was  to  labor  and  suffer  in  this  remote  region  ^sskx^ascKfxTskic 
and  among  the  settlers  in  such  circumstances  that  the  first  missionaries  of  the 
14ethodist  Episcopal  Church  penetrated  the  woods  and  swamps  intervening  betti/een 
the  settlements  in  the  States  and  Canada, 

I  recollect  conversing  nearly  forty  years  since,  with  an  old  sister  Van 
Camp  who  was  among  the  first  fruits  of  Methodism  in  Canada,  She  told  me  that 
she  had  her  residence   at  first  in  the  township  of  Cornwall  and  in  the  winter  of 
179l2^r  thereabouts,   she  saw  through  her  window  one  exceedingly  severe  day  a 
snowstorm  then  raging  a  man  on  horseback  who  knocked  at  her  door  and  asked  shelter 
and  the  rites  of  hospitality.  Being  a  stranger  almost  famished,   she  took  him  in 
and  accommodated  him  as  well  as  able.  He  then  told  her  he  was  a  liethodist  mission- 
ary named  Loscend     after  he  had  been  refreshed  he  would  preach  that  Hxgkfc  very 
night  if  the  people  could  be  collected.  She  seconded  the  motion  cheerfully, 
though  quite  a  stranger  to  the  Ifethodists  and  sent  her  boys  out  to  notify  the 
neighbors.  Thus  was  preaching  and  worship  introduced  into  those  parts  and  she 
soon  became  a  happy  convert  to  the  faith  taught  and  so  strikingly  exemplified  in 
the  labors,   sufferings,  boldness  and  zeal  of  the  herald  of  it.
